Wickedneſs, and bringeth man- kind into Snares by his Delu- 
ſjons,as by Drunkeneſs many times Murther is Committed, and 
other Acts of Violence, ſo at laſt he leaveth them, when they 
have aQted their utmoſt parts of Wickedneſs, and nothing is ſo 
certain as Death; and therefore, if Man would confider aright, 
what anſwer he muſt give at the laſt Day, for imbruiog his 
hands in the Blood of his Fellow Creature Man, and the Ma- 
ſter-piece of his Creator : I ſay, if he would conſider aright, 
he rather ought co Love, Afliſt, Protect, and Help, than to 
Wound and Deſtroy : But Wickednels is grown to the higheſt 
in this our Age, and AQts of the blackeſt Hue and deepeſt Dye, 
as that of Murther, are accounted the greateſt Atts of Bravery. 


But not to be too long in the Prologue of this Bloody Tra- 
gedy, the Story 1s as follows:

Strangers, who {ſeemed to be Gentlemen by their Habits,though 
only one of them had a Sword; they had been drinking very 
hard, and preſently began to ſhew the dire F fﬀefts of their De- 
bauchery : Firſt, they began to quarrel with the Oſtler, and 
to abuſe him, calling him a Saucy Fellow for offering to ſtay 
in their Room, and likewiſe to revile the Gentleman, for be- 
ing of ſo low a Spirit, to keep ſuch a mean perſon Company 3 
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the Gentleman ſeeing them in ſuch a drunken condition, gave 
them good Words, wiſely thinking he ſhould have. been is 
mad as they if he ſhould have done otherwiſe, but the Oftler 
was not ſo ſmooth, upon which, chey began to be very boy. 
ſterous in Words, and threat'ned him very ſore, upon which, he 
flip'd out of cheRoom, as conceiving himſelf to be in great dar- 
ger, whip*d over to his Maſters Houle,the King*:-Head,and went 
up toa Room above, where ſome Neighbouring Gentlemen 
were drinking, to give them an account of .what a Danger he 
had eſcaped at the Swan-Tawverz ; but he had ſcarce well began 
his Story, when the Perſons that had been ſo boyſterons art the 
Swan Tavern, came ſwaggering up the Stairs, crying, Where is 
th: Rogue, where is th: Rogue that has affronted us, we will have 
bis Hearts Blood, at laſt they ſtaggered into the Chamber where 
they ſaw the Oſtler, upon which, the three that had no Swords, 
preſently cryed to the other chat had a Sword, draw and Kill. 
him, Kill them all, ſo he preſently fell upon the Ofler,and ran 
him through the Body, ar which, the Gentlemen in the Room 
being unarmed were aſtoniſhed, and ſhewed themſelves much 
concerned at ſo bloody a bufineſs, particularly one Mr, Log- 

ins, a Gentleman of a very civil Carriage and confiderable 
Eſtate, well beloved by the Neighbouring Genery, ſhewing 
by a compaſſionate geſture, his reſentment of this bloody Tra. 
gedy, which the Murtherer perceiving, and being inſtigated by 


the other three, he prefently fell upon Mr. Loggins, and woun- 
ded him mortally three times, ſo that he preſently dyed ; while 


this Jaſt Murther was acting, the other perſons that were in the 
Room made their eſcape, or eHe it's probable they had born a 
ſhare in this diſmal Story; after they had Killed theſe two a- 
foreſaid Perſons, they began to think of making. their eſcape
